MUST GET FULL TRAINING
WEAVER TELLS LOCAL WORKERS;

10,000 REAUY TO

As one of the high points of his
address before the local audience
here Friday night, Dr. R. C.
Weaver, Manpower aide, declared
that colored persons must not only
get full training but must enter
employment with the sharp knowl-
edge that their behavior as regards
punctuality, efficiency and too
much social activity will affect the
future of thousands of workers. He
urged that “a double standard” in
industry be stopped now and de-
clared that colored workers must
have equal chance to win upgrad-
ing and good *W%rlﬁing conditions.

“Translate what is today often
‘token’ employment of Negroes in-
to significant numbers. Full utili-
zation of Negro labor and its cor-
ollary—maximum output with the
available local labor resources—
cannot be accomplished by restrict-
ing colored men and women to
janitorial agd service jobs. They
must be used on the assembly line
and in skilled capacities as well.
Only by initiating such employment
patterns at once can a firm foun-
dation be laid for the effective use
of this source of labor supply.
There are today in Indianapolis
over 10,000 Negro men and women

available for employment in de-
fense industries. We have secur-
ed from the schools commitments
to the effect that defense courses
can and will be established for the
training of these workers in oc-
cupations which are now needed
by* our local defense industries. Our
joint responsibility is to effect their
employment. The manpower re-
quirements of war production and
federal policy, as set forth in the
President’s Executive Order No.
8802. demand immediate results in
this direction.

Economic necessity and govern-
mental policy will lead to much
wider use of Negro labor. How-
ever, when management initiates
.his program, the problem will not
have been solved. There are grave
and important responsibilities that
fall upon the Negro community. To-
day in many sections of the coun-
try, new occupations and new in-
dustries are being opened to col-
ored men and women.

He
is survived by his father, Robert
Whbods, and sister, Mrs. Helen Hall,
both of Chicago. Col. Robert Lov-
ette, commanding oflBcer of the
94th Engineers, issued a statement
that Pvt. Woods discharged his
duties as a soldier in an excellent
manner, and that his loss to the
regiment Is one that cannot be
replaced.

Something of an anti-climax to
last tfYiday*s tragedy was the kill-
ing of a white soldier, member of
the same task outfit, by an uniden-
tified Negro soldier near the bus
station here early Tuesday morn-
ing. The two meh, part of a group
returning to Fort Dbt from over
night passes, became engaged In
a heated arguihent. The white sol-
dier is alleged to have reached for
his knife, but was a bit late on the
draw. The colored soldier, wit-
nesses say, drew his knife and
slashed the white man across the
throat. The knife wlelder escape
through the crowd, and the victim
died a few hours later. The dou-
ble killing has turned the large
army fort into a virtual powder

keg.

East Friday night's tragedy was
the climax of a tense feeling that
has existed between the Negro sol-
diers and a white armored task
outfit from a southern camp stag-
ing at Fort DIx. Early in Novem-
ber friction between this outfit and
the 94th Engineers caused the com-
manding general of the White unit
to place the post exchange and rec-
reation hall, both inside the 94th
area, "olf the limits** for the col-
ored soldiers. Although they had
shared thb same facilities with
hundreds of other Southern white
soldiers sihce their arriVal here
from Fort Custer, Mich., in July,

The situation recalls
this same outfits’ experience two
summers ago during the Arkansas-
Loulsiana war games when they
were forced from the highway into
a ditch at the point of machine
and riot guns in the hands of Ar-
kansas state police who disliked
the presence of northern Negro
troops.

The killing of Pvt. Woods Is the
second such occurrence at Fort
Dix in the last five months. The
other was the killing of a Negro
soldier by a white MP in an
kmusement emporium that has
since been closed. The Penny Ar-
cade, as It was called, is not more
than 300 yards from the area of
the 94th.

within which our future industrial
participation will be limited, and

WSMat we do in these new jobs will
influence the degree to which our
initial advances take root and be-
come permanent. Ours is a re-
sponsibility not only for ourselves,
but for future colored workers.

Specifically, we have thes? things
to do: encourage, facilitate and im-
plement the full use of available
training resources by colored men
and women; assume a community
responsibility for the selection of
competent and desirable persons to
blaze the trail, and follow up on
the conduct and efficiency of these
and other workers as they enter
production plants.

“l have no doubt hut that in
Indianapolis and elsewhere there
will be much wider employment
opportunities for Negroes. Much
depends, however, upon whether
or not we are prepared, as these
opportunities come our way, K
enter factories as production work
ers who have had the benefit o
training or in public schools. Much
more depends upon how rapidly
and satisfactorily we adjust our
selves as industrial workers. These
undoubtedly are joint responsibil-
ities of the community, of man-
agement and of labor. They are
responsibilities which we can and
must meet, and their successful
solution will spell the degree to
which new economic opportunities
become permanent attributes of
this city.”

liles concerns botn of these ele-
ments in this community. Certain-
ly, there are grave responsibilities
which fall upon the Negro citi-
zens of Indianapolis and those who
have publicly and privately ex-
pressed an interest in these citi-
zens. At the same time, the ini-
tiative in affording to the Negro
in Indianapolis an opportunity for
maximum contribution to the war
effort must be taken by those who
direct and manage the industrial
plants here. Therefore, | can con-
ceive of no better setting in which
to discuss this pressing problem

than the one in which | now find
myself.
"Indianapolis is making some

Progress in dealing with this prob-
em. At least two important local
defense contractors have initiated
sound programs for the full u*fe of
Negro labor. Other firms which
have traditionally employed col.
ored workers are gradually ex-
panding the number and work op-
portunities for Negroes. Just be-
fore leaving Washington | review-
ed the employment figures for ten
of the most important defense firms
in this city. There were, as of
October of this year, some 2,600
Negro workers employed by these
companies. These colored em-
ployees constituted approximately
6.5 per cent, of the total number
of workers. Only a hundred of
them were classified as skilled
workers and less than five hun-
dred were employed in semi-
skilled capacities. The great bulk,
as you cah see, were used in un.
skilled and service capacities. Two
of these firms used Negroes as
clerical and technical workers.

"Some of you, especially those
who are identified with manage-
ment and personnel, may feel that
this is significant progress. Un-
fortunately. in light of our current
manpower requirements and pro-
duction needs, it is no more than
a beginning. Let me say to you
—and | need not emphasize it to
that part of my audience which,
due to contacts or identification,
is keenly aware of the attitudes
of Negroes—that it comforts little
a colored man or woman who has
secured training or is endowed
with skills and aptitudes to know
that gradually colored workers are
getting jobs and that some day he
may have a chance to work at
his highest skill. That man or
woman whose skin is of a darker
pigmentation has an extremely per-
sonal and pressing problem as he
pursues his quest for employment

"His enthusiasm for the current
war effort is greatly dampened if
and- when he is told that “We
are not hiring Negro production
workers now; we are making plan
to do so in the future! He suf-
fers an immediate economic loss;
but more important is the fact that
he feels that democracy is failing
to accord him one of its fundamen.
ta| principles, namely, equal op-
portunity to.earn a living.

“The emphasis which | wish to
make this evening, however, is not
upon the social or the morale fac-
tors involved but rather upon the
economic necessity which faces us
in America today. Indianapolis, no
less than scores of other indus-
trial communities, is an import-
ant center of war production. As
such, it has labor .requirements
which far exceed the available lo-
cal supply. At the same time, there
are national shortages of certain
basic materials—materials which
can be used either for guns and
implements of war or for housing
and transportation.

"Obviously, the war effort is e
ing benefitted when we avoid
necessity for expanding our ous*
ing, transportation, hospital, school,
and other facilities one iota be-
yond the absolute minimum. 'The
minimum can be achieved only by
using the utmost every available |
worker who is now living within
the community. This is the Pasis
for a policy of full utilization of
all available local labor resources.
It is a necessity of a war economy,
and it is a result which must be
achieved.

“There is still another side to
the picture. It is extremely im-
portant that occupational patterns
are such as to facilitate the easi-
est possible flow of these in-mi-
grant workers. Speciflcially, this
means that if women, Negroes and
members of other minority groups
have been fully accepted by local
industries prior to the large in;
migration of outside workers, it
will be possible to tap sources of
labor without regard to sex. color
or race and thereby secure a more
orderly and rational transfer of
workers.

“In order that we may compre
hend what is meant by full utili
zation of local labor, let us for
a moment analyze that term. Clear-
ly, it involves employment of both
men and women in production
jobs. It means that each individ-
ual, on the basis of his occupa-
tional qualifications and aptitudes,
will be used in the capacity in
which he can make his greatest
contribution towards war produc-
tion. This invloves the training
of such persons in vocational ed-
ucational training courses, »n-
plant training for all, and upgrad-

ing without restrictions because of
sex, race, or color. In any tight
labor market such as the one we
are facing, it is absolutely imper-
ative that men and women, black
and white alike, be neither unem-
ployed nor under-employed.

“As soon as one discusses the
problem of full utilization of local
labor and the introduction of Ne-
gro men and women into new in-
dustries and new occupations, one
enters into consideration of the
problem of segregation or non-
segregation on the job. Much has
been written about this subject.
Unfortunately, most of what has
been said has approached this ques-
tion from some point of view other
than the.economic and has ended
in an appeal to emotionalism or
in generalities. To my mind, there
can be but one sound approach
to this matter in the war economy.
It is one which relates the sub-
ject to the problems of labor sup-
ply and production and aims at
the following results:

“maximum output,
“fullest use of available labor

supply;
"greg?egt flexibility in the use
of this labor supply;
“maximum upgrading on the
basis of individual merit.
“When the question is viewed

with these criteria in mind, it be-

comes obvious that in many areas
where there are large demands for
labor and in many types of pro-
duction. the objectives outlined
above cannot be achieved through
setting up separate divisions, units
or occupations for Negroes. In
such situations, plans must be
made for the best possible use in
the quickest possible time for each
available worker on the basis of
his aptitudes and abilities. In many
instances these objectives cannot
be achieved if trained workers are
held back until a group of similar-
ly qualified persons .of the- same
race can be assembled.

“In like manner, there has been
much discussion of the rate at
which colored workers should be
introduced. Were we not at war

were we not facing an extreme
f labor, we probably

CouUld afford the luxury of slowly

introducing a new SOurce of man-

power. In the current situation,
howevyer, this cannot be permitted.
In m oginion the following ele-
ments are bagic g any sound ap-
proach to this problem: The mat-,
ter should be faced imemdiately by
management and plans should be
developed for dealing with it.
Questions of segregation or lack
of segregation should be conceived
of in terms of the economic fac-
tos involved. Once a decision is
made, a plan should be developed
which will tend to minimize any
possible resistances and at the
same time facilitate speedy action
op the matter. Such a plan should
go hand in hand with a program
of education of workers. We do
not have time in the present emer-
gency to delay action until an ed-
ucational | program is completed.
Induction and education must be
simultaneous.”

veloped a comprehensive plan for
dealing With the matter. Then it
issued a formal notice to all ex-
ecutives and supervisors, stating

the company policy and the rea-

sons for it. Once the program was
determined and the announcement
was made, management remained
positive and firm In its statements
and approaches to the problems.
From the outset the company real-
ized the importance of selecting
carefully the first representatives
of the new source of Iabor.
Throughout the period of introduc-
tion the personnel office maintain-
ed with both the Negro commu-
nity and with its white employees
an intelligent and aggressive pro-
gram of public relations.

“The Lockheed-Vega approach
has formed the basis for many sim-
ilar plans in other defense firms.

“This statement express suc-
cinctly what | am trying to say
to management tonight. There is
only one additional admonition |
should like to make. It is this:

great care in the selection of ourjgtart the processes at once.”

Negrcr employees in order to as-
sure our obtaining high types, thus
encouraging a co-operative atti-
tude on the part of our employees
towards the company’s program.

"4, We propose to engage Ne-
groes for certain duties in our of-
fice as well as our plants.

“5, We will place a letter upon
our bulletin boards, outlining the
company’s policy, and will couch
such letters along lines similar to
specimen letters of other compa-
nies.

““6. We will do everything rea-
sonable to co-operate in the pro-
gram of Negro employment in the
manner outlined by the War Man-
power Commission and will wel-
come a visit at any time by your
field representative to review the
progress being made.’

“Here we have evidence of a
practical application of the type
of program which has been describ- |
ed in the Lockheed case. To date
progress is being made in Negro
employment and, according to the
reports of the company, Negroes
are being integrated throughout the
plant without any friction between
colored and white workers.

In another local plant a similar
program, with the same results has
been initiated. A personnel di-
rector of this plant wrote in the
summer issue of The International
Quarterly an article entitled. ‘Color
in the Production Line. In that
article the following significant
statements appear:

“rndustry is flndtng. however,
that it is more profitable to up-
grade Negro janitors to semiskilled
or skilled jobs than to train white
workers from outside the plant.
Likewise, it is more profitable to
use the gnemﬁloyed Negroes of the
community than to import white
workers from other cities. Grad-
ually we are becoming aware that
the production demands of this war
can be met only by skills and by
manpower—recruited, trained, up-
graded and fully utilized regardless
of race, creed, or color, nationality,
sex or age. . . .

““The demonstrated success of
Negro employment and, beyond
that, the social needs of the Na-
tion indicate the need for a pro-,
gram of action on the part of per-
sonnel management. My recom-
mendations would be these:

“(1. Survey the skills of Negroes

JEFFERSON CITY. Dec. 11. (A
NP)—The educational fund which
the state of Missouri has voted
for a number of years to pay tui-
tion of Negro students in out of
state universities here they might
pursue courses which Missouri does
not permit them to take In state
schools was sharply cut last week.

Gov. Forest C. Donnel vetoed
810.000 of the $15,000 which the
legislature had voted for the fund
this scholastic year.

The fund has been a retroactive
one. The students in most cases
have paid their tuitiou and then
with proof of their bills, submit
their tuition costs to the state
which in the past has paid them.
This year when state officials met
to consider deficits in various de-
partments it found it was indebted
to Negro students to the amount
of $18,000. A special session of
the legislature voted $15,000.

It is this fund which Gov. Don-
nel cut by veto. The curators of
Lincoln University had recommend-
ed that it be paid. There may he
some connection between the ac-
tion of the governor and the in-
creased expenditures being made
at Lincoln University. What re-
course the students have is un-
certain hut threats of suit against
the state have been voiced.

GRAD SUCCUMBS

WASHINGTON. Dec. 11. (ANP)
—The last surviving member of
the first graduating class of How-
ard University, Dr. George H. Rich-
ardson, died at his home here.

H. Richardson, Jr., of Los Angeles;
two daughters, Mrs. Emma West,
and Mrs. Virginia Richardson Mc-
Guire, also a former member of
the board of education, and sev-
eral grandchildren and great grand-
children.

FEPC WILL HEAR
COMPLAINTS IN
NEARBY CITIES

Public hearings and examina-
tion of employment practices in
war industries will next be held
in the cities of Detroit, St. Louis,
Cleveland, Philadelphia, and Bal-
timore, it was announced by the
President’s Committee on Fair Em-
ployment Practice, the operating
unit in the War Manpower Com-
mission concerned with the redress-
ing grievances growing out of dis-
crimination against war workers
because of their race, creed, color,
or national origin.

Because of insistent and increas-
ed complaints from the Detroit
area, the first of these hearings
is scheduled for the Motor City
in February or earlier if prepara-
tions can be completed, Lawrence
W. Cramer, executive secretary of
the committee, stated. The other
hearings will be held at intervals
of approximately six weeks.

The committee will investigate!
and check each of the complaints
submitted to it through its field
investigators and will take up the
specific complaints with the indus-
tries and labor unions involved
prior to the public hearings. Cra-
mer said. It is possible that ad-
justments may be worked out dur-
ing the course of investigations on
these complaints, thus obviating
the necessity of the public hear.,
ings for such concerns as take
steps to correct discriminatory
practices, he added.

Detroit, it was explained, repre-
sents both extremes of practice
in the employment of minority
groups, but at the present time
the bulk of the grievances report-
ed comes from Negro women who
are being refused employment even
by those firms which employ Ne-
gro men and have done so for some
time. In certain cases, it is al-
leged that employers have agreed
to employ the wives of workers
inducted into the armed services,
but have taken only white women
and no Negro women in these cir-
cumstances.

“Last July the Committee con-
sidered holding a hearing in the
Detroit area, but deferred action
to permit the local representatives
of the War Manpower Commission
to push their efforts to open em-
ployment opportunities to all wom-
en, without discriminatory bar-
riers,” Cramer explained.

“As long ago as last August, one
of the largest employers of wom-
en committed himself to desist from
refusing to receive applications of
Negro women because of their race,
but up to the present time it is
frequently alleged that this same
company continues its discrimina-
tory employment practices, even
though It has hired a few Negro
women for token purposes,” Mr.
Cramer said. |, ,

Three citizens’' delegations from
the Detroit area, including repre-
sentatives of labor organizations,
have made recent trips to Wash-
ington to submit complaints against
those discriminatory practices.

“The St. Louis-East St. Louis
area is another center of war in-
dustry from which a large num-
ber of complaints have reached the
committee and where it is alleged
that all efforts to date have failed
to bring many of the largest hold-
ers of war contracts into line with
the national policy of full utiliza-
tion of manpower and fair employ-
ment,” Cramer pointed out.

“In the Cleveland and Philadel-
phia area, while there is a great
deal of token employment of min-
ority groups, complainants charge
that unfair practices are still be-
ing carried on in the utilization of
workers according to their skill|
and in upgrading them in keeping
with their ability to contribute the
most to the productive effort.”

Baltimore is similar to Detroit
in that, while some employers hire
their help without discrimination,
several major holders of wai* con-
tracts are charged with discrimin-
ation both as to hiring and up-
grading according to skill, the
Committee observed.

Registration of 18 and 19 year
old male citizens who have not
previously registered for selective
service was announced recently by
Col. Robinson Hitchcock, state se-
lective service director.

Under a proclamation issued by
the President, Col. Hitchcock ex-
plained/ the registration will be
extended over a period of twenty
days and will be conducted ac-
cording to age groups. The ar-
rangement will generally allow all
registrations to be held in local
board offices and by selective serv-
ice clerical personnel. If any areas
find it necessary to register out-
side the local board -office with
the aid of volunteer helpers, Col.
Hitchcock stated, such plans will
be announced at a later date when
final instructions are sent to all
local board chairmen. The regis-
tration schedule by age groups
follows:

() Those who were born on
or after July 1. 1924, but not aft-
er August 31, 1924, shall be regis-
tered on any day of the week com-
mencing Friday, December 11,
1942, and ending Thursday. De-
cember 17, 1942;

(b) those who were born on or
after September 1, 1924, but not
after October 31. 1924, shall be
registered on any day during the
week commencing Friday. Decem-
ber 18, 1942, and ending Thursday,
December 24, 1942;

(c) those who were born on or

after November 1, 1924. but notJ

after Decmeber 31, 1924, shall be
registered on any day during the
period commencing Saturday, De-
cember 26. 1942, and ending Thurs-
day, December 31, 1942;

(d) during the continuance of
the present war, those who were
born after January 1, 1925, shall
be registered on the day they at-
tain the eighteenth anniversary of
their birth; provided, that if such
anniversary falls on a Sunday or
legal holiday, their registration
shall take place on 'the day fol-
lowing that is not a Sunday or a
legal holiday.

Potential registrants are urged
to register in their own local board
areas, if possible, in order to avoid
the transfer of registration cards.
However, if a man is necessarily
some distanse from hie-local board
area, he may register at any .reg-
istration center and his card' will
be transferred to the local/board
having jurisnlctlon over the Per-
manent address which he gives.
The registration card used for this,
the sixth Selective Service regis-
tration, will be gray in color. The
usual registration certificate will
be issued to all persons register-
ing.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 11.
(ANP)—AII available transporta-
